Melting Ice Cool* Food, 
Heat does not absorb cold 
Instead 
a cold object will absorb the heat from 
a warmer one and by drawing away 
this heat will leave the object cold. It 
will do this In proportion to the In 
tensity of the cold object. 
When food 
and Ice, therefore, are put 
side 
by 
side, the heat Is drawn from the food 
to the Ice, which has the double effect 
of melting the Ice 
and 
leaving

food colder.

These, with cheese, go on the 
topmost shelf. 
A most Important consideration In 
using the refrigerator Is to keep • 
good circulation of air. 
f>o not over­ 
crowd the food chambers, therefore, 
but get a cabinet large enough to meet 
your family requirements.

small, tall, enameled food containers 
Is a wIso Investment as they will save 
space and prove an economy, being 
unbreakable 
Also be sure that noth­ 
ing Is put against ibe cold air Intake 
and warm air millet, as this would de­ 
stroy the perfect circulation of air and 


so defeat the purpose of your refrlg 
erator. 
The cabinet should he thoroughly 
cleaned once a week 01 : t leost once 
a fortnight by washing with a clean 
cloth wrung out In a cold solution of 
sal -o»dn and then with one wrung out 
In dear, cold water. 
Wipe up Imme- 
dlately any food spilled In order that
